OPEN  MEETING  LAW— CHAP.  626,  ACTS,  1958 


Meetings  of  every  district,  city  and  town  board,  com¬ 
mission  and  school  committee  shall  be  open  to  public  and  to 
press  (unless  in  executive  session).  A  notice  of  such  meet¬ 
ings  must  be  filed  at  least  twenty-four  hours  prior  with  the 
clerk  of  the  district  or  town.  (A  regular  schedule  of  meet¬ 
ings  filed  in  advance  is  permissible.)  Accurate  records  of  all 
meetings  shall  be  maintained  setting  forth  action  taken.  A 
summary  of  all  matters  voted  shall  be  made  available  with 
reasonable  promptness  after  each  meeting.  The  records  shall 
become  a  public  record  and  available  to  the  public  upon  being 
approved.  (For  information  on  executive  sessions  and  emer¬ 
gencies  check  law  with  Town  Clerk.) 


The  town  offices  are  open  Monday  through  Friday  from 
8:30  A.M.  to  4:00  P.M.,  and  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  and  Collector  is  also  open  Wednesday  evenings 
from  6:30  P.M.  to  8:00  P.M. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  Health,  and  the  Assessors 
meet  in  their  offices  Wednesday  evenings  at  7 :30  P.M. 

The  School  Committee  meets  the  third  Wednesday  of  each 
month  at  7 :30  P.M.  in  the  School  Committee  room. 

The  Planning  Board  regularly  meet  the  first  Wednesday 
of  each  month  at  7 :30  P.M.  and  Special  Meetings  are  held 
on  the  third  Wednesday  of  each  month  at  7 :30  P.M.  in  the 
Town  Office  Building.

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SELECTMEN'S  ANNUAL  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  and  Taxpayers  of  Dighton: 

The  organizational  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  and 
Mr.  Torres  was  chosen  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men;  Mr.  Christenson,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Health; 
Mr.  Santos,  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Health.  Mrs.  Leah  Crosby 
wras  appointed  Secretary  to  both  Boards. 

Fifty-one  (51)  weekly  and  12  or  more  special  meetings 
were  held  with  6  absentees  on  sick  leave  or  vacations.  Several 
joint  meetings  were  held  with  other  Town  Boards  and  Com¬ 
mittees  to  discuss  and  resolve  matters  of  mutual  interest. 

Necessary  hearings  were  held  upon  applications  received 
for  the  various  licenses  as  required.  All  transactions  have 
been  properly  recorded  and  the  many  statutory  requirements 
completed  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge  and  ability. 

All  Board  members  have  participated  in  and  attended 
all  County  Association  meetings.  Some  members  attended 
various  governmental  conferences  on  the  Regional  and  State 
level  where  and  when  convenient,  in  an  effort  to  obtain  benefit 
of  experience  to  better  the  Town.  Hearings  were  attended 
on  the  several  Chapter  90  and  Public  Works  Projects  in  behalf 
of  the  Town’s  interest. 

All  appointments  of  Town  Officials  and  Committee’s  have 
been  recorded  with  the  Town  Clerk  together  with  the  list  of 
jurors  and  are  contained  in  the  Clerk’s  Annual  Report.  An¬ 
nual  Reports  of  the  numerous  Town  Officers  and  Departments 
as  required  by  law  are  contained  in  the  1972  Town  Officers 
Report. 

All  special  committee  activity  and  reports  are  included 
in  the  record  of  the  Town  Clerk.  All  votes  and  orders  of  the 
Town  Meeting  have  been  accomplished. 
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The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works  informed 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  June  that  following  an  inspection 
of  the  Dighton-Berkley  Bridge  that  the  structure  was  being 
condemned  and  that  the  State  recommended  the  closing  of 
the  same  to  all  traffic.  Following  several  meetings  with  the 
Berkley  Selectmen  and  State  officials,  it  was  felt  that  in  the 
interest  of  the  public  safety,  the  Boards  of  Selectmen  had  no 
other  choice  but  to  close  the  Bridge.  This  was  followed  by 
several  more  meetings  with  the  Selectmen  from  both  towns, 
our  State  Senator  and  Representatives,  and  members  of  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Works  to  work  out  a  financial 
arrangement  to  bring  about  the  necessary  repairs  to  the 
bridge.  This  also  pointed  up  the  need  for  an  all-out  effort 
by  all  parties  concerned  to  implement  the  plans  for  a  new 
structure  as  soon  as  possible;  especially  in  light  of  the  fact 
that  the  repairs  to  the  old  structure  will  probably  last  no 
longer  than  six  or  seven  years. 

Following  the  final  hearing  on  the  Maple  Street  Lay-out 
and  acceptance  of  the  same  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting,  the 
first  phase  of  the  project  was  started  this  year.  It  will  be 
costly  and  will  require  several  years  to  complete.  Continuing 
with  our  road  program  another  section  of  Williams  Street 
was  completed,  leaving,  we  hope,  only  one  more  section  to 
complete. 

Once  again  the  Town  has  been  served  notice  by  the  State 
that  our  sewerage  problems  have  to  be  resolved  and  a  com¬ 
plete  report  as  to  how  this  will  be  accomplished  is  due  in 
May  of  1973.  This  problem  has  been  thoroughly  investigated 
over  the  past  several  months  by  the  Selectmen,  acting  as  the 
Board  of  Health  and  we  feel  that  our  best  solution  to  the 
problem  lies  in  a  regional  arrangement  with  the  City  of 
Taunton. 

The  Town  is  beginning  to  attract  the  interest  of  large 
developers  and  contractors  which  is  bound  to  affect  our 
growth  pattern  and  change  the  image  of  this  small  rural 
community,  which  so  many  of  us  have  always  enjoyed.  We 
sincerely  hope  that  this  new  growth  rate  will  be  such  that 
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it  can  be  easily  absorbed  without  raising  havoc  with  our 
tax  structure. 

A  state  law,  changing  the  fiscal  year  from  January  1st  - 
December  31st  to  July  1st  -  June  30th,  goes  into  effect  on 
July  1,  1974.  To  meet  this  requirement  it  will  be  necessary 
to  appropriate  monies  for  an  eighteen  month  period.  This 
will  cause  a  great  increase  in  many  budgets  and  only  through 
wise  and  prudent  spending  can  we  minimize  the  impact  on 
the  community  through  this  transitional  period.  The  monies 
received  from  the  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  program  should 
help  us  through  this  change-over. 

We  express  our  appreciation  and  gratitude  to  the  citizens, 
Town  officials  and  employees  for  their  cooperation  in  the 
performance  of  their  duty — especially  to  all  Town  employees, 
we  recognize  your  everlasting  loyalty  and  many  services  to 
the  Town.

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At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  in  March,  it  was  voted 
to  have  this  office  study  the  needs  of  equalized  value  under 
revaluation.  Accordingly,  we  held  three  such  meetings  with 
members  of  the  Selectmen,  Finance  Committee,  Planning 
Board,  School  Committee  and  twenty  other  interested  tax¬ 
payers  representing  business,  industry,  farming  interests  and 
home  owners. 

The  result  of  this  study  was  an  overwhelming  endorse¬ 
ment  that  a  professional  revaluation  should  be  made  as  soon 
as  possible. 

Revaluation  means  that  all  taxable  property  in  Dighton 
will  be  professionally  appraised  and  new  values  established 
in  accordance  with  present  day  market  values. 

Dighton  has  never  had  a  professional  appraisal  of  all  its 
properties,  consequently,  many  inequities  exist  throughout 
the  town.  Improvements  have  been  made  through  the  years 
and  it  would  seem  unfair  not  to  update  so  that  all  properties 
are  equalized.  It  means  that  you  will  be  assessed  equally  and 
fairly  according  to  value. 

This  office  has  been  studying  revaluations  for  the  past 
several  years  and  has  been  constantly  reminded  by  the  Dept, 
of  Corporations  &  Taxation  to  get  this  done.  The  law  is  quite 
clear  on  this  and  we  are  in  violation  by  not  having  equalized 
full  and  fair  values  established. 

This  decision  however,  must  come  from  the  taxpayer 
and  an  article  in  the  town  warrant  at  our  annual  meeting  in 
March  will  include  this  very  important  subject. 

Dighton  is  one  of  the  three  communities  in  Bristol  County 
who  have  not  undergone  revaluation  in  the  past  ten  years. 

With  the  contemplated  growth  for  Dighton  in  the  for- 
seeable  future,  it  seems  more  than  ever  an  appropriate  time 
for  revaluation. 

Our  sincere  thanks  to  the  committee  who  worked  with 
us  on  this  study.

Again  this  year  I  must  report  that  the  manpower  during 
the  work  day  is  not  adequate  to  safely  man  the  ambulance 
or  fire  department.  It  must  be  noted  that  just  about  all  the 
day  manpower  is  supplied  from  the  industry  in  town.  The 
announcement  that  the  Raytheon  Company  would  close  it’s 
doors  early  in  1973  was  a  blow  to  this  department.  The  Ray¬ 
theon  Company  supplied  all  the  day  manpower  at  the  north 
station.  At  the  south  end  of  Town  the  situation  is  also  sad, 
with  job  changes  and  the  reduction  of  the  work  force  the 
available  manpower  from  ICI  is  not  adequate  to  man  the 
equipment  at  that  station.

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A  seventh  police  officer  was  appointed  and  is  working  the 
midnight  to  eight  shift.  A  woman  was  hired  to  handle  clerical 
work.  She  is  also  on  call  24  hours  a  day  as  a  policewoman  to 
assist  with  juvenile  and  female  investigations. 

During  the  year  we  conducted  programs  at  the  Elemen¬ 
tary  and  Junior  High  Schools  on  safety  and  recreational  equip¬ 
ment.  Programs  on  drugs  and  Community  Crime  Check  were 
presented  to  many  local  organizations.  By  request  a  drug 
lecture  was  held  for  the  students  of  the  Berkley  school.  In 
conjunction  with  our  local  Police  Association  and  Business¬ 
men’s  Club  a  Drug  Poster  and  Essay  Contest  was  sponsored 
for  the  students  of  the  Elementary  and  Junior  High.  Savings 
Bonds  donated  by  the  two  organizations  were  awarded  to 
deserving  students. 

A  new  venture  has  been  a  Law  Enforcement  Mini-Course 
offered  to  8th  graders.  During  the  course  police  and  court 
procedure,  equipment,  drugs,  investigation  and  other  aspects 
of  police  work  were  covered.  Field  trips  were  taken  to  other 
Police  Departments,  court  and  a  correctional  institution.  Due 
to  the  great  response,  this  course  will  be  repeated  to  enable 
all  interested  students  to  participate.  These  programs  would 
not  have  been  possible  without  the  cooperation  of  the  men  in 
this  Department.  They  have  donated  many  of  their  off  duty 
hours  to  work  with  the  different  programs. 

Equipment  purchased  during  the  year  included  a  cruiser, 
camera,  resuscitator,  narcotics  identification  kit,  office  equip¬ 
ment,  life  rings,  mace  and  a  State  Radio. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Officers,  Town  Officials,  Townspeople 
and  the  State  Police  for  their  cooperation  in  carrying  out  the 
work  of  this  Department.  My  special  thanks  to  the  members 
of  the  Community  Crime  Check  for  their  assistance  this  past 
year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


The  Planning  Board  met  many  times  during  the  past 
year-  We  conducted  three  public  hearings  for  subdivision  ap¬ 
plications.  All  three  were  approved  with  stipulations.  The 
total  number  of  lots  involved  were  six  (6),  twenty-seven  (27) 
and  two  hundred  and  fifty  (250). 

A  public  hearing  was  conducted  regarding  revised  sub¬ 
division  rules  and  regulations.  The  new,  more  comprehensive 
regulations  went  into  effect  on  December  4,  1972.  More  than 
one  hundred  fifty  (150)  manhours  of  time  were  devoted  to 
this  project.  The  regulations  were  last  updated  in  1969. 

In  each  of  the  past  four  years  the  Planning  Board  has 
indicated  that  we  could  expect  an  influx  of  subdivisions  in 
the  coming  years.  This  has  come  to  pass  in  1972.  We  expect 
to  see  two  applications  totaling  close  to  one  hundred  (100) 
lots  by  March  1,  1973. 

In  addition  to  the  two  hundred  and  eighty-three  (283) 
lots  approved  as  subdivisions,  there  were  one  hundred  seven 
(107)  lots  recorded  that  did  not  require  approval  under  the 
subdivision  control  law. 

The  Planning  Board  is  currently  working  on  suggested 
revisions  to  the  Zoning  By-Law  which,  if  completed  in  time 
will  be  presented  at  the  1973  Annual  Town  Meeting,  or  if 
necessary  a  Special  Town  Meeting  will  be  called  later  in  the 
year.  The  last  changes  were  made  at  the  1971  Annual  Town 
Meeting.

An  organizational  meeting  of  the  Commission  was  held 
on  April  5,  1972  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Henry  L.  Burt 
was  appointed  Chairman;  Manuel  S.  Duarte,  Jr.,  Vice  Chair¬ 
man  and  Caryle  J.  Stonstrom,  Secretary. 

Frank  R.  Rogers,  Town  Clerk  was  notified  that  the  Com¬ 
mission  would  meet  regularly  the  first  Wednesday  of  each 
month  at  7 :30  P.M.  Along  with  regular  meetings,  several 
joint  meetings  were  held  with  other  Town  Board  and  Com¬ 
missions  on  behalf  of  Town  interest.  A  special  public  hearing 
was  held  where  a  permit  under  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act 
was  sought  and  denied.  Board  members  have  participated  in 
and  attended  various  outside  meetings  with  both  Rehoboth 
Conservation  Commission  members  and  Citizens  to  Save  Open 
Space.  We  have  been  in  contact  with  Attleboro  and  Taunton 
Conservation  Commission  members  to  obtain  the  benefit  of 
experience  in  establishing  a  satisfactory  and  workable  Open 
Space  Program. 

Special  efforts  have  been  made  to  study  and  educate 
ourselves  in  areas  as  Conservation  Restrictions  and  Conserva¬ 
tion  Deeding;  Classifying  and  Defining  Wetlands  in  Dighton; 
Soil  Studies  Relative  to  the  Overall  Ecology  of  the  Land; 
The  Advantages  of  Inland  Wetland  Zoning  and  the  laws  re¬ 
lating  to  each  specific  area.  To  further  enable  our  study  we 
have  requested  a  Natural  Resource  Study  to  be  prepared 
by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  at  no  charge  to  the  town. 

On  October  16,  1972,  the  Wetland  Protection  Act  com¬ 
bined  the  Hatch  Act  and  the  Jones  Act  into  one  comprehensive 
piece  of  legislation  to  protect  wetlands.  The  law  requires  that 
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no  one  shall  remove,  fill,  dredge  or  alter  any  “wetland”  with¬ 
out  a  permit  from  the  Conservation  Commission.  We  urge 
all  citizens  to  respect  this  law  and  to  notify  the  Commission 
of  any  known  violations. 

A  great  deal  of  time  and  effort  was  spent  to  write  a 
workable  set  of  By-Laws  for  the  Conservation  Commission. 
These  By-Laws  completely  define  the  purpose  of  The  Com¬ 
mission,  the  duties  of  the  Officers,  the  duties  of  members, 
make  provisions  for  associate  and  honorary  members  and 
make  provisions  for  various  sub-committees.  We  feel  these 
By-Laws  will  enable  the  members  and  future  members  to 
better  serve  the  needs  of  the  community. 

Position  papers  were  written  for  news  publication  on 
Referendums  #1  and  #5  which  were  successfully  passed  on 
the  November  State  ballot.  Papers  were  also  written  in  op¬ 
position  to  the  proposed  Bel  Farm  Village  subdivision  based 
on  the  unsuitability  of  the  land  for  sewage  disposal  and 
surface  water  runoff.  We  are  in  hopes  that  further  study 
of  “wetland  zoning”  will  shed  light  on  a  more  effective  way 
to  protect  our  natural  resources  and  relieve  the  impact  of 
rapid  development  on  the  citizens. 

We  would  like  to  express  our  deep  appreciation  and 
gratitude  to  our  two  newly  appointed  Associate  Members, 
William  D.  Frenette  and  Peter  Winne  for  their  participation 
and  loyalty. 

We  would  like  to  thanks  all  Town  Officials  for  their  help 
and  cooperation  throughout  the  year.

AND  TOWN  HISTORIAN 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Dighton: 

We  have  been  organized  since  1963  as  a  Heritage  Com¬ 
mittee,  but  must,  under  State  Law  be  called  a  Historical 
Commission  in  order  to  receive  State  or  Federal  Funds.  This 
will  require  action  at  the  March  1973  Town  Meeting  to  change 
our  name. 

The  Committee  met  with  Selectmen  in  May  and  again 
in  September  to  start  the  organization  of  committees  for  the 
200th  Anniversary  of  the  War  of  Independence.  This  will 
require  many  committees  made  up  of  Townspeople. 

In  September,  Arthur  Staples  was  added  to  the  Heritage 
Committee  and  we  met  as  a  Committee  and  outlined  action 
that  the  Middle  School  might  participate  in  during  this  cele¬ 
bration. 

The  Heritage  Committee  met  with  the  Conservation  Com¬ 
mittee  in  November  to  discuss  joint  action  to  preserve  the 
mill  sites  on  the  Segreganset  River,  also  sites  on  Richmond 
Hill  and  other  locations  in  Town,  and  the  possible  use  of 
these  as  recreational  areas. 

This  coming  year  and  until  1976,  many  people  in  Town 
will  be  asked  to  serve  in  one  capacity  or  another  on  the 
various  Committees  necessary  for  the  Anniversary,  and  it  is 
hoped,  that  all  will  accept.

The  year  ending  Decemer  31,  1972  was  a  very  active  one 
for  the  Veterans  Services  Department.  Total  cost  to  run  the 
department  was  $38,678.51.  The  case  load  was  higher  this 
year.  Twenty-five  individuals  and  families  were  serviced. 

Fifty  percent  of  all  approved  amounts  paid  in  benefits  is 
reimbursed  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  To  date 
we  have  received  from  the  State  $17,559.20  in  reimbursements. 

The  high  costs  for  hospital,  nursing  homes  and  medicines 
account  for  the  large  appropriation  to  run  this  department. 

This  office  has  assisted  many  veterans  and  dependents 
to  file  for  pensions,  compensation,  educational  and  other 
federal  benefits  available  through  the  Veterans  Administra¬ 
tion.  I  also  have  assisted  widows  to  file  for  death  benefits 
and  burial  allowances. 

The  fine  cooperation  of  Town  Officers  and  personnel  is 
gratefully  acknowledged.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  APPEALS 


This  is  the  ninth  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Appeals. 
During  the  year  1972,  this  Board  conducted  twenty-two  (22) 
public  hearings  where  variances  to  the  Zoning  By-Law  and 
special  permits  were  sought  by  property  owners  to  whom 
building  permits  had  been  denied.  The  Board  of  Appeals 
acted  upon  these  twenty-two  (22)  cases  granting  fifteen  (15) 
variances  and  approving  one  (1)  special  permit.  One  request 
for  a  variance  was  not  required  and  three  (3)  were  denied. 
One  special  permit  was  denied  and  one  case  was  incomplete. 

Variances  to  the  Zoning  By-Law  are  issued  by  the  Board 
when  its  members  find  undue  hardships  to  the  petitioner  in 
failing  to  obtain  a  permit  to  build  and  when  the  granting 
of  the  variance  does  not  materially  or  adversely  affect  the 
public  or  the  abutting  property  owners. 

A  special  permit  is  a  permit  to  use  property  for  the 
purpose  specified  and  shall  not  waive,  vary  or  relax  any  other 
provisions  of  the  Zoning  By-Law  applicable  thereto.  The 
Board  of  Appeals  may  grant  special  permits  for  such  desig¬ 
nated  use  without  any  finding  of  hardship.

All  complaints  involving  dogs  were  acted  on.  All  owners 
of  dogs  that  had  bitten  someone  were  notified  to  restrain 
their  dogs  for  fourteen  days.  Stray  dogs  were  held  for  ten 
days,  then  either  sold  or  disposed  of. 

I  received  many  complaints  of  dogs  breaking  rubbish 
bags  and  spreading  contents  all  over  the  area.  I  did  tell  some 
owners  to  tie  their  dogs  on  days  rubbish  is  picked  up. 

Rabbies  clinic  was  held  in  Dighton  on  April  9th.  There 
were  three  hundred  eleven  dogs  inoculated  for  rabbies.  The 
law  requires  that  all  dogs  must  be  licensed  and  have  rabbies 
shots  and  receive  numbered  tags,  which  must  be  attached 
to  a  collar  or  harness  on  dogs.  Any  unlicensed  dogs  found 
roaming  the  streets  will  be  picked  up  at  the  expense  of  the 
owner.  Dog  licenses  will  be  available  at  the  Town  Office.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


To  the  Citizens  of  Dighton: 

The  Board  of  Health  again  this  year  contracted  with  the 
Taunton  Visiting  Nurses  Association,  Inc.  for  their  Home¬ 
maker  and  Home  Health  Program. 

Dr.  Souza,  Mrs.  Carolyn  Booth,  R.N.,  School  Nurse  and 
Mrs.  Ellen  Reed,  R.N.  of  the  Nurses  Association  handled  all 
the  immunization  programs.  Sixty-eight  (68)  senior  citizens 
received  Flu  shots  this  past  season. 

The  Massachusetts  State  Legislature  passed  a  law  remov¬ 
ing  the  requirement  of  Smallpox  Vaccination  to  enter  public 
schools.  This  law  went  into  effect  as  of  July,  1972.  Therefore, 
Smallpox  Vaccinations  were  removed  from  the  May  Clinic 
for  children  entering  school  in  September,  1972.  Parents  of 
children  registering  for  Smallpox  Vaccinations  were  advised 
to  contact  their  family  physician  if  they  questioned  this 
ruling  or  desired  the  immunization  for  their  children. 

Leo  Duffy,  R.S.,  C.H.O.,  our  Sanitarian  has  had  a  busy 
year.  On  July  19,  1972,  the  Board  of  Health  adopted  the 
following  regulation : 

“All  soil  tests  in  subdivisions  and  on  parcels  of  land 
on  an  accepted  street  in  excess  of  three  (3)  acres 
shall  be  made  during  the  time  of  year  when  ground 
water  is  at  its  highest  elevation,  March  1  thru’  May 
31.” 

The  Board  of  Health  took  a  stand  to  disapprove  the  Bel 
Farm  Village  subdivision.  They  disapproved  twenty-nine  (29) 
lots  plus  thirty-two  (32)  lots  subject  to  testing  as  required 
by  Article  XI  of  the  Massachusetts  Code  and  done  at  the  time 
required  by  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

We  received  applications  and  have  had  hearings  upon 
applications  from  persons  wanting  to  raise  pigs.  The  Board 
\  oted  that  no  individual  or  individuals,  partnership,  company 
or  corporation  shall  keep  three  (3)  or  more  pigs  or  swine 
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within  the  limits  of  the  Town  of  Dighton.  This  regulation 
became  effective  on  December  6,  1972  as  required  by  law. 

Mr.  Jacome,  our  rubbish  collector,  we  feel,  is  doing  a 
good  job  with  pick-up  and  covering  our  Landfill.  Meetings 
and  discussions  are  still  being  held  on  going  regional  with 
Taunton,  Somerset  and  Swansea. 

We  have  had  no  report  to  make  at  this  time,  on  sewerage, 
but  we  will  have  one  soon. 

We,  as  a  Board,  wish  to  thank  Dr.  Souza, Mrs.  Carolyn 
Booth,  Mrs.  Ellen  Reed,  Mr.  Leo  Duffy  and  Mr.  Manuel  Jacome 
for  their  cooperation.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

Entrance  Age 

First  grade  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will 
be  limited  to  those  children  who  are  at  least  six  years  of  age 
or  who  will  become  six  years  of  age  on  or  before  the  follow¬ 
ing  January  1.  There  will  be  no  exceptions  made  to  this  ruling. 

Birth  Certificates 

Presentation  of  a  birth  certificate  is  required  for  entrance 
to  the  first  grade. 

Vaccination 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must 
present  a  doctor’s  certificate  of  immunization  against  small¬ 
pox,  diptheria,  tetanus,  whooping  cough,  measles  and  polio  or 
a  statement  from  his  physician  that  vaccination  is  inadvisable. 

NO  SCHOOL  INFORMATION 

Elementary  and  Junior  High  Schools 

Whenever  it  seems  advisable  to  close  the  elementary 
school,  the  notice  will  be  broadcast  over  Radio  Stations  WPEP, 
Taunton,  WSAR,  Fall  River,  WPRO,  Providence,  and  WARA, 
Attleboro. 

High  School 

Whenever  the  school  buses  can  be  safely  operated,  there 
will  be  school  at  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School 
unless  unforseen  emergencies  make  it  necessary  to  close.  In 
the  event  of  closing,  the  information  will  be  specifically  an¬ 
nounced  over  the  radio  as  indicated  above  for  elementary 
school. 

TRANSPORTATION 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided  for 
pupils  residing  more  than  two  miles  from  the  school  attended 
or  more  than  one  mile  from  the  nearest  bus  stop.  Many  pupils 
living  at  lesser  distances  along  established  routes  are  trans¬ 
ported  if  the  seating  capacity  of  the  bus  will  permit.  From 
time  to  time  it  is  necessary  to  refuse  transportation  to  some 
of  those  living  under  the  required  distance  when  our  buses 
are  filled  to  capacity  with  children  living  at  a  greater  distance.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Dighton: 

I  herewith  submit  my  eighteenth  annual  report  as  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Schools  in  Dighton.  Incorporated  herein  are  the 
reports  of  the  principals,  the  music  department  and  the  school 
nurse. 

Personnel 

Two  members  of  the  staff  at  Dighton  Elementary  School 
left  in  June,  1972.  Mrs.  Lena  Cowell  retired  after  teaching 
in  Dighton  for  twenty-six  years.  We  wish  her  many  years 
of  enjoyable  retirement.  Miss  Judith  Higgins,  teacher  of 
special  education,  left  to  be  married.  Mrs.  Susan  Thomson, 
a  graduate  of  Bridgewater  State  College,  replaced  Mrs.  Cowell. 
Mrs.  Mary  Isidorio,  a  graduate  of  State  College  at  Bridge- 
water,  replaced  Miss  Higgins.  Mrs.  Isidorio  did  her  practice 
teaching  in  Rehoboth  and  had  substituted  in  several  area 
schools. 

At  the  junior  high  school,  Mr.  John  Griffin,  music  teach¬ 
er,  left  to  accept  another  position,  Mr.  Daniel  Smith  left  to 
seek  another  position  and  Mr.  Everett  Carr  chose  to  enter 
the  world  of  business 

Mrs.  Linda  Ferreira,  a  graduate  of  State  College  at 
Bridgewater,  replaced  Mr.  Carr  as  a  mathematics  teacher. 
She  has  substituted  at  Dighton  Junior  High  prior  to  her 
appointment.  Mrs.  Judith  Parker  was  hired  to  replace  Mr. 
Daniel  Smith.  Mrs.  Parker  taught  in  Raynham  and  is  a 
graduate  of  Bridgewater  State  College.  Mrs.  Darryl  Weller 
is  the  new  vocal  music  teacher.  She  comes  to  us  from  Brockton 
where  she  taught  for  seven  years. 

In  the  special  areas,  Mr.  Robert  Otto,  a  graduate  of 
Ithaca  College,  joined  the  instrumental  music  staff  and  Mr. 
Stephen  Osofsky,  a  graduate  of  Boston  University,  replaced 
Mr.  David  Watson  as  a  teacher  of  woodwinds.  Mr.  David 
Watson  left  as  head  of  the  music  department  of  School  Union 
#37  to  accept  a  position  in  the  Quincy  Schools.  Mr.  Watson 
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had  been  in  the  system  eleven  years  and  had  done  a  great 
deal  to  build  up  the  instrumental  music  program. 

Mrs.  Janet  Ryan  resigned  as  teacher  of  perceptually 
handicapped  to  accept  another  position.  She  was  replaced  by 
Miss  Carol  Lake,  a  graduate  of  Southern  Connecticut  College. 
Mr.  George  Costa  was  appointed  guidance  counsellor  for  the 
seventh  and  eighth  grades  in  Berkley,  Dighton  and  Rehoboth. 
This  is  the  start  of  a  badly  needed  program. 

There  is  an  abundance  of  teachers  at  the  present  time 
and  we  have  been  able  to  hire  some  excellent  people. 

In  April  of  1972,  Mr.  Joseph  C.  Harrington,  principal  of 
Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School,  was  appointed  Ad¬ 
ministrator  of  Secondary  Education.  His  main  assignment  is 
to  improve  the  curriculum  in  the  secondary  fields  and  co¬ 
ordinate  the  three  junior  high  programs  and  in  turn,  coordin¬ 
ate  the  junior  high  and  the  high  school  program.  He  will 
also  work  with  Miss  Dorothy  Beckwith,  Administrator  of 
Elementary  Education,  to  improve  the  entire  curriculum. 

In  addition  to  teaching  personnel  leaving  the  system, 
Miss  Gladys  Babbitt,  secretary  in  the  superintendent’s  office 
for  twenty-three  years,  retired  in  June.  Miss  Babbitt  was  a 
real  asset  to  the  system  and  worked  through  the  rapid  change 
in  the  system  from  five  schools  and  1,200  pupils  to  eleven 
schools  and  3,600  pupils.  She  saw  great  changes  in  her  work 
and  conquered  each  challenge  over  the  years.  We  shall  miss 
her  and  wish  her  a  long,  happy  and  profitable  retirement. 

Enrollment 

The  combined  enrollment  at  both  schools  was  836  pupils 
in  1971  and  was  837  on  October  1,  1972.  The  increase  is  not 
a  great  increase  but  the  trend  has  continued  upward  since 
October  with  new  families  moving  in.  There  is  a  slight  drop 
at  the  junior  high  as  the  sixth  grade  has  been  small  all 
through  school. 

As  one  can  observe  there  are  new  homes  being  built  in 
scattered  areas  about  the  town  and  the  threat  of  a  great 
increase  in  building  seems  to  be  ever  present.  If  this  happens, 
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I  believe  we  can  expect  an  increase  of  two  pupils  per  home 
for  each  home  built. 

School  Plant 

The  school  plant  has  been  kept  in  excellent  repair  by  the 
custodians,  Mr.  George  Perry  and  Mr.  Edward  Torres,  at  the 
elementary  school,  and  Mr.  John  White  and  Mr.  Edward  Bet¬ 
tencourt,  at  the  junior  high  school.  However,  despite  their 
efforts,  it  is  almost  impossible  to  keep  ahead  of  the  work 
caused  by  the  crowded  conditions  at  each  school. 

The  School  Building  Committee  will  report  in  a  separate 
report  but  their  efforts  must  be  successful  this  year  or  we 
face  some  type  of  alternate  programs  with  less  school  hours 
per  child.  The  Building  Committee,  architect  and  engineers 
have  worked  hard  to  locate  a  site  for  a  new  middle  school. 
Their  greatest  holdup  is  to  find  land  with  a  suitable  leaching 
field  for  sewerage.  The  more  stringent  regulations  of  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Health  and  the  abundance  of 
clay  in  the  soil  in  Dighton  have  made  their  task  next  to 
impossible.  Some  areas  have  been  located  and  the  task  of 
determining  the  availability  of  the  property  is  now  being 
pursued. 

Programs  we  need  space  for  are  libraries,  science  rooms, 
art  room,  shop  areas,  gymnasium,  special  service  areas  (most 
special  services  are  taken  care  of  in  Rehoboth)  and  now 
mandatory  kindergarten. 

These  are  present  needs  and  increased  enrollment  means 
more  room  for  regular  classes  also. 

We  hope  we  have  your  support  when  the  Building  Com¬ 
mittee  brings  to  Town  Meeting  its  plan  for  a  new  building. 

Program 

The  principals  in  their  reports  incorporated  herein  have 
explained  changes  in  their  programs.  I  feel  that  we  are  mak¬ 
ing  excellent  progress  at  the  primary  level  through  the  efforts 
of  Miss  Dorothy  Beckwith.  Her  plan  of  taking  a  child  at  the 
level  we  find  him  and  having  him  progress  at  his  own  rate 
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has  resulted  in  great  success  for  most  pupils  and  practically 
eliminated  failure  and  non-promotion.  At  the  risk  of  sounding 
like  the  “broken  record”,  I  would  say  that  this  program 
should  be  continued  throughout  the  school  and  expanded 
when  we  have  more  room.  As  stated  previously,  both  ad¬ 
ministrators  are  working  on  programs  in  grades  1-8  to 
improve  the  opportunity  for  a  child  to  be  given  a  better 
chance  to  learn. 

A  new  program  that  will  have  to  be  started  in  1978  is 
public  kindergarten.  We  were  informed  in  1968  that  we  would 
be  expected  to  have  kindergartens  by  1973.  The  kindergarten 
program  as  planned  at  present  would  be  a  very  integral  part 
of  the  whole  primary  program  and  should  help  pupils  succeed 
in  future  grades.  This  program  is  not  a  nursery  or  play  school 
program  as  some  people  would  like  to  label  it. 

Budget 

Budget  for  1973-74  is  a  difficult  item  to  explain.  The 
state  legislature  voted  to  change  municipal  budgets  from  a 
calendar  year  basis  to  a  fiscal  year  basis  beginning  July  1 
and  ending  June  30  of  the  next  year.  To  do  this  means  that 
we  must  come  up  with  a  year  and  one-half  transition  budget 
to  run  from  January  1,  1973,  to  June  30,  1974.  This  would 
not  be  difficult  if  you  could  take  a  single  year  budget,  divide 
it  in  half  and  call  the  sum  of  the  whole  budget  and  the  half 
budget  the  new  budget. 

It  does  not  wok  out  that  way  for  many  reasons.  Some 
examples  of  unequal  distribution  are  (1)  60%  of  the  school 
year  runs  from  January  to  June;  (2)  salaries  are  paid  on  a 
2/3  basis  January  to  June  and  1/3  basis  September  to  Decem¬ 
ber;  (3)  the  larger  amount  of  heating  budget  is  spent  between 
January  and  April.  These  are  some  examples  that  explain  why 
the  budget  from  January  to  June  is  more  than  50%  of  a 
one-year  budget.  The  proposed  budget  for  the  1973  portion 
of  the  year  and  one-half  budget  shows  an  increase  of 
$112,491.00  over  1972.  This  represents  an  increase  of  18% 
over  1972.  It  must  be  pointed  out  that  9%  of  the  increase  is 
for  new  programs.  To  operate  a  kindergarten  program  from 
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September  to  December,  the  cost  is  estimated  to  be  $23,300.00, 
a  guidance  program  will  be  $7,170.00,  new  programs  in  special 
services  required  by  law  will  cost  $11,350.00  If  this  were  a 
normal  year  and  a  single  year  budget,  the  increase  would  be 
9%  which  is  a  normal  increase  considering  salary  increases 
and  increased  enrollment. 

The  budget  for  January  to  June,  1974,  is  about  65%  of 
the  1973  budget  for  reasons  explained  above.  The  total  bud¬ 
get  fo  rthe  period  January,  1973,  to  June,  1974,  is  $1,211,258.- 
54.  Many  of  the  school  expenditures  are  reimbursed  by  the 
state.  Approximately  50  %  of  special  education  is  reimbursed. 
90  %  of  transportation  is  reimbursed,  35  %  of  general  educa¬ 
tion  is  reimbursed.  These  monies  are  returned  to  the  town 
at  various  times  during  the  year  or  years.  It  is  not  possible 
to  predict  when  these  receipts  will  be  available  because  the 
state  budget  is  not  always  adequate  but  we  do  receive  them 
in  due  time. 

Conclusion 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  Mrs.  Grace  French,  Cafe¬ 
teria  Manager,  for  her  continued  interest  in  producing  ex¬ 
cellent  noon  lunches  for  our  pupils.  I  also  thank  Mrs.  Carolyn 
Booth,  School  Nurse  and  Attendance  Officer,  for  the  excellent 
manner  in  which  she  carries  out  her  duties.  These  duties  are 
many  more  than  the  “throat  stick”  examination  and  the 
Snellen  Eye  Test  of  a  few  years  ago. 

Dr.  Rose  Borges  and  Mr.  Leo  T.  Wontkowski,  principals, 
continue  to  cooperate  in  every  way  to  improve  the  general 
education  offered  their  pupils 

The  present  School  Committee  is  a  working  committee 
and  they  constantly  are  a  challenge  to  the  administration. 
We  appreciate  their  interest  and  welcome  their  ideas  con¬ 
cerning  the  operation  of  the  schools. 

To  the  parents  and  citizens  of  Dighton,  we  ask  for  your 
continued  support  and  welcome  suggestions  from  you  con¬ 
cerning  your  schools.

I  hereby  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  as  principal  of 
Dighton  Junior  High  School. 

Enrollment : 

Our  present  enrollment  is  328  students,  a  decrease  of 
three  students  from  last  year’s  enrollment. 

Curriculum  and  School  Program: 

An  elective  program  was  begun  for  eighth  graders.  Al¬ 
though  it  is  very  limited  now,  plans  to  extend  this  further 
are  under  way. 

Another  Title  III  grant,  submitted  successfully  by  Mr. 
Richard  Carney,  made  possible  the  introduction  of  a  ceramics 
course  at  our  school. 

Our  first  guidance  counselor,  Mr.  George  Costa,  began 
his  duties  here  in  September.  He  spends  two  days  a  week 
in  our  school. 

Extra  Curricular  Activities: 

The  student  council  program  was  reactivated  this  year. 
Members  must  be  eighth  graders  and  are  elected  by  the 
eighth  grade  class. 

Personnel: 

Our  staff  consists  of  fifteen  full-time  teachers,  two  part- 
time  teachers,  one  full-time  teacher  aide,  and  two  part-time 
teacher  aides.  New  staff  members  are  Mrs.  Judith  Parker, 
science  and  math  and  Mrs.  Darryl  Weller,  vocal  music. 
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Music  Department: 

Mr.  Peter  Polk  and  Mr.  Lester  Silva  were  appointed  as 
co-chairmen  of  the  music  department.  We  know  that  their 
guidance  will  again  gain  us  recognition  in  the  spring  SEMSBA 
auditions  for  vocal  and  instrumental  music. 

Mr.  Robert  Otto  and  Mr.  Stephen  Osofsky  were  added 
to  the  instrumental  music  staff  this  year.  Mr.  Otto  teaches 
percussion  in  struments  and  Mr.  Osofsky  teaches  flute  and 
double  reed  instruments. 

Conclusion : 

I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Roy  and  Mr.  Harrington  for 
their  encouragement  and  assistance  and  Dr.  Borges  for  her 
generous  cooperation  with  our  activity  program. 

To  the  entire  staff  of  the  junior  high,  thank  you  for  your 
efforts  to  provide  a  good  educational  program.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISING  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
DIGHTON  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

Mr.  Robert  T.  Roy

I  herewith  respectfully  submit  my  thirteenth  annual  re¬ 
port  as  supervising  principal  of  the  Dighton  Elemenetary 
School. 

Enrollment : 

Our  enrollment  as  of  October  1st  was  507.  The  need  for 
additional  classroom  space  is  a  major  problem  which  must  be 
resolved  by  our  town  citizenry.  Without  any  additional  hous¬ 
ing  our  classes  are  overcrowded  and  measures  should  be  taken 
to  provide  adequate  space  for  our  present  students  as  well 
as  the  kindergarten  classes  which  should  be  in  operation  in 
September  of  1973  as  requested  by  the  State  Department  of 
Education. 

Curriculum : 

Entrance  classes  for  Grade  One  center  annually  above  one 
hundred.  Many  of  these  have  attended  private  kindergartens. 
78  children  participated  full  or  part  time  in  the  five-week 
summer  kindergarten  program.  In  addition  to  the  three  teach¬ 
ers  and  the  six  high  school  aides,  the  Taunton  Neighborhood 
Youth  Corps  sent  and  paid  three  girls  to  assist.  The  Kinder¬ 
garten  experience  is  helpful  for  both  teachers  and  children 
because  it  provides  knowledge  about  the  development  of  the 
children  so  that  the  best  possible  first  grade  placement  can 
be  made  for  each  one.  No  child  should  “fail”  Grade  One,  but 
should  grow  as  fast  aS  he  is  able  in  continuous  development. 

For  children  who  do  not  complete  a  year’s  work  in  a 
year’s  time  or  who  have  learning  deficiences,  Mrs.  Helen  Lane 
is  carrying  on  an  almost  entirely  individualized  program  with 
a  group  of  children  who  did  not  complete  a  full  year’s  work 
in  grades  one  and  two  last  year. 
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The  continuous  progress  reading  program  in  Grades  One 
thru  Grade  Three  is  based  on  eleven  reading  levels  as  out¬ 
lined  on  the  report  card.  New  methods,  materials  and  teach¬ 
ing  techniques  are  being  used  in  all  grades  in  an  effort  to 
upgrade  the  curriculum  to  keep  pace  with  the  times. 

Audio  visual  equipment,  plus  the  Systems  80  machines, 
S.  R.  A.  Reading  Laboratories,  Creative  Reading  Kits  and 
Cuisenaire  Rods  are  some  of  the  materials  being  used  in  our 
system.  Grades  4  &  5  will  continue  with  the  group  programs 
in  mathematics  as  well  as  reading  and  the  specialized  pro¬ 
grams  in  other  subjects. 

The  Art  program,  conducted  by  Mrs.  Dolores  Johnson, 
is  running  successfully  under  existing  crowded  conditions.  New 
materials  have  arrived  allowing  for  a  wider  participation  in 
new  experiences.  Grades  one,  four  and  the  Transition  room 
receive  Art  instruction  twice  a  week  while  grades  two  and 
five  receive  instruction  once  a  week. 

In  most  cases  children  are  exposed  to  almost  every  media 
in  one  form  or  another.  The  classes  are  extremely  large,  work 
and  storage  space  is  scarce.  This  imposes  limitations  on  many 
experiences  that  should  be  had. 

An  Art  Room  is  needed  in  order  to  meet  all  of  the  needs 
of  a  good,  growing  Art  Program. 

Mrs.  Dorothy  Torres,  an  Instructional  Aide,  works  part 
time  with  a  teacher  to  help  students  who  need  individual  help. 
Statistics  show  that  about  20%  of  the  students  in  the  begin¬ 
ning  grades  need  instructional  help  because  they  are  unable 
to  grasp  the  work  at  a  fast  pace.  Students  would  benefit 
greatly  if  this  program  could  be  extended  to  include  several 
full  time  instructional  aides. 

The  use  of  teacher  aides  has  been  most  helpful  for  they 
perform  non-teaching  duties  to  free  teachers  to  teach.  Full 
time  aides  would  increase  the  efficiency  of  our  school  program. 

The  Speech  Therapist,  Mrs.  Kathleen  Slagel,  services  both 
the  Dighton  Elementary  and  the  Dighton  Junior  High  School. 
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She  works  four  afternoons  each  week  with  students  who  have 
speech  and  language  difficulties. 

Miss  Carol  Lake  serves  four  mornings  each  week  as  the 
resource  teacher  for  the  learning  disabilities  program.  Stu¬ 
dents  are  given  intensive  training  for  remediation  of  prob¬ 
lems  in  the  auditory,  visual,  kinesthetic  and  motor  areas. 

A  weekly  physical  education  program  is  conducted  to 
meet  the  specific  psycho-motor  needs  of  each  student.  The 
part  time  physical  education  instructors  involved  in  this  pro¬ 
gram  are:  Miss  Elizabeth  Meunier,  Mrs.  Carol  Angus  and 
Mr.  John  Masciarelli. 

The  vocal  portion  of  the  music  program  is  supervised 
by  Mrs.  Barbara  Wallace.  Weekly  visits  of  one-half  hour  each 
are  made  to  all  classrooms  with  grades  4  and  5  having  an 
additional  choral  period.  All  students  have  the  opportunity 
of  performing  in  either  the  Spring  or  Christmas  program. 

The  instrumental  faculty  now  includes  a  percussion  spe¬ 
cialist,  Mr.  Otto,  and  a  flute  and  double  reed  teacher,  Mr.  Steven 
Osofsky.  Mr.  Peter  Polk  and  Mr.  Lester  Silva  round  out  the 
department 

This  past  semester  we  had  the  privilege  of  having  five 
student  teachers  from  the  Bridgewater  State  College  do  their 
practice  teaching  in  our  school.  They  worked  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  the  classroom  teacher.  This  experience  was 
beneficial  to  both  the  students  and  teachers.

T.  Roy,  the  Dighton  School  Committee,  my  full  time  as  well 
as  my  part  time  faculty,  all  building  pesonnel,  students, 
parents  and  friends  for  their  cooperative  effort  and  kind 
assistance.

The  annual  report  of  the  Health  Program  for  Dighton 
Elementary  and  Junior  High  School  for  the  school  year  1971  - 
1972  follows: 

Visual  Tests: 

851  Students  were  tested  by  Titmus  Optical  Tester. 

53  Students  failed  this  test.  35  were  referred  to  eye 
specialists. 

Eighteen  were  being  followed  by  an  eye-specialist. 

Audio  Tests: 

851  Students  were  tested  for  hearing  accuracy  by  Maico 
Audiometer.  10  Students  failed.  6  were  referred  to  ear  spe¬ 
cialists,  the  other  4  were  being  checked  periodically. 

Physical  Examinations: 

Grades  1,  4,  7  and  Athletic  Physicals — 

329  Students  were  examined  by  Dr.  Charles  Souza,  School 
Physician. 

66  Students  were  referred  to  their  family  physicians  for 
further  evaluation.  35  referrals  were  completed. 

Sick  Calls: 

Many  students  visit  the  health  room  each  day  for  care 
for  illnesses,  injuries,  emotional  upsets,  etc.  Most  of  these 
students  are  cared  for  and  returned  to  the  classroom.  Other 
dispositions  this  year  were  as  follows : 

Elementary  School: 

106  sent  home  to  the  care  of  a  parent. 

2  to  the  office  of  family  Physician. 

4  to  0.  P.  D.  at  Morton  Hospital. 
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Junior  High  School: 

48  sent  home  to  the  care  of  a  parent.

6  to  0.  P.  D.  at  Morton  Hospital. 

Immunization  Program : 

The  Dighton  Board  of  Health  and  the  School  Department 
again  offered  a  complete  immunization  program  for  all  Digh¬ 
ton  children.  As  usual,  response  to  this  program  was  excellent 
and  our  school  children  are  nearing  the  point  of  complete  im¬ 
munization.  The  summary  of  this  program  follows:

Therefore,  Smallpox  Vaccinations  will  no  longer  be 
offered  at  Dighton  Clinics.  Parents  who  wish  clarification  of 
this  ruling  should  contact  their  family  doctor  or  school  surse. 

Permission  slips  for  immunization  for  students  in  grades 
one  through  eight  will  no  longer  be  sent  home  with  all  stu¬ 
dents.  Only  students  who  need  the  vaccine  being  offered  will 
receive  slips  for  parental  signature. 

Involvement  with  the  special  service  department  in  as¬ 
sessing  and  working  with  exceptional  children,  health  dis¬ 
cussion  groups  for  eighth  grade  students  and  daily  contact 
with  all  of  the  students  in  routine  health  programs  have  made 
this  a  most  interesting  year  for  me. 

Again  this  year,  I  have  enjoyed  the  co-operation  of  all 
parents  of  our  school  children,  of  the  personnel  in  both  schools, 
and  of  you,  Mr.  Roy.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIGHTON-REHOBOTH 
REGIONAL  DISTRICT  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

This  is  the  thirteenth  annual  report  of  the  Dighton-Re- 
hoboth  Regional  School  District. 

Enrollment 

Our  enrollment  continues  to  increase  as  larger  classes 
enter  each  year  from  the  junior  high  schools.  On  October  1, 
1972,  we  had  an  enrollment  of  1,090  pupils  compared  to  1,066 
pupils  in  1971.  In  addition  to  larger  classes  entering,  we  have 
families  moving  into  the  towns  with  high  school  age  pupils. 
Needless  to  say,  these  increases  have  made  our  school,  built 
for  a  comfortable  800  pupils,  almost  impossible  to  manage 
and  we  see  no  great  decrease  in  the  immediate  future. 

The  Regional  School  Committee,  which  is  the  Building 
Committee  also,  is  working  on  the  problem  of  relief  at  the 
present  time.  It  is  not  an  easy  task  as  there  are  many  avenues 
to  follow  but  all  call  for  expenditure  of  money. 

Alternate  sessions,  double  sessions,  year  round  school, 
all  have  been  considered,  but  we  still  need  facilities  to  pro¬ 
vide  a  modern  program  for  our  students.  Aspects  of  the 
building  program  and  the  educational  programs  will  be  dis¬ 
cussed  further  under  school  plant. 

School  Plant 

The  school  plant  has  served  us  well  over  the  last  twelve 
years  and  is  in  remarkably  good  condition  despite  the  over¬ 
crowdedness.  This  condition  is  a  tribute  to  the  work  of 
Mr.  Howell  Carr,  Head  Custodian,  and  his  fine  crew  of  cus¬ 
todians.  We  have  divided  all  the  larger  rooms  that  we  can 
to  produce  extra  classrooms  and  we  are  utilizing  the  audi¬ 
torium,  stage,  cafeteria  and  odd  storage  areas  for  classroom 
purposes  at  certain  times. 

It  would  seem  at  this  time  that  it  is  very  urgent  that 
we  plan  for  a  media  center  covering  all  aspects  of  study 
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materials  such  as  library  books,  audio  materials,  visual  ma¬ 
terials  including  films,  film  strips  and  microfilm.  This  would 
replace  the  present  library  which  is  an  excellent  book  dis¬ 
pensary  but  lacks  in  the  other  above  mentioned  aspects  and 
does  not  provide  adequate  space  in  which  to  use  the  materials. 
Some  new  classrooms  should  be  provided  adjacent  to  this  area. 
The  present  gym  must  be  expanded  to  provide  for  a  modern 
physical  education  and  health  program  and  accommodate  all 
pupils.  The  shop  areas  must  be  expanded  to  afford  those  not 
going  to  college  to  prepare  themselves  for  one  or  more  skilled 
trades.  The  cafeteria  is  small  when  you  have  1,090  students 
in  a  space  that  seats  around  275  people  at  one  time.  Four 
shifts  means  the  lunch  room  is  not  available  for  any  classes 
for  a  period  of  more  than  two  hours. 

Expansion  of  these  areas  will  probably  result  in  changes 
in  the  sewerage  treatment  plant.  While  the  plant  when  built 
in  1960  was  considered  adequate  for  double  the  required  en¬ 
rollment,  new  and  stricter  laws  have  resulted  in  required 
changes  in  the  event  of  expansion. 

At  the  present  time  all  data  is  being  gathered  to  be 
presented  to  the  School  Building  Assistance  Bureau  in  Bos¬ 
ton  and  to  an  architect  for  estimated  costs  of  proposed 
additions.  In  the  meantime  the  administration  and  faculty 
will  do  its  best  to  provide  a  quality  education  for  the  students 
of  Dighton-Rehoboth. 

Educational  Program 

The  introduction  of  several  more  courses  in  the  area  of 
Occupational  Education  (vocational  education)  is  our  most 
pressing  educational  goal.  At  the  present  time  the  Division 
of  Occupational  Education  in  the  State  Department  of  Edu¬ 
cation  has  approved  the  present  machine  shop  and  the  me¬ 
chanical  drawing  areas,  for  occupational  education.  This  means 
that  the  offering  in  those  courses  must  be  changed  from  one 
period  per  day  courses  to  multi-period  courses.  This  will  also 
entail  the  expansion  of  these  areas  to  accommodate  more 
pupils  for  a  longer  period.  Other  areas  being  studied  for 
submission  for  approval  include  house  carpentry,  electronics, 
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graphic  arts,  business  education  and  areas  of  home  economics 
such  as  child  care  and  home  nursing.  These  courses  when  in 
operation,  will  provide  a  skill  to  the  non-college  student. 

The  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges 
conducted  an  evaluation  of  the  Regional  High  School  last  fall. 
The  final  outcome  of  the  evaluation  was  that  Dighton-Re- 
hoboth  Regional  High  School  was  accredited  for  another  five 
years.  It  was  pointed  out  that  the  excellent  faculty  and  stud¬ 
ent  body  were  factors  in  attaining  further  certification.  The 
successful  offering  of  an  up  to  date  curriculum  under  abnormal 
conditions  was  appreciated  by  the  Committee. 

It  was  pointed  out,  however,  that  there  was  an  inade¬ 
quate  number  of  administrative  personnel  and  guidance  coun¬ 
selors;  that  the  offerings  should  be  increased  in  the  non¬ 
college  area  (the  above  mentioned  occupational  education  a 
real  need)  ;  that  as  pointed  out  in  this  report  space  is  a 
definite  handicap.  We  have  listed  our  space  needs  and  they 
concur  if  we  are  to  maintain  a  satisfactory  college  preparatory 
program  and  offer  a  good  program  for  non-college  students. 
Every  effort  will  be  made  this  year  to  attain  many  of  the 
suggested  goals. 

Faculty 

There  were  administrative  changes  made  during  the  last 
year.  Mr.  Joseph  C.  Harrington,  Principal  of  Dighton-Rehoboth 
Regional  High  School  since  its  beginning,  was  appointed  Ad¬ 
ministrator  of  Secondary  Education  for  the  entire  district. 
Mr.  Marshall  Sawyer,  former  assistant  principal  at  Dighton- 
Rehoboth,  was  appointed  as  Mr.  Harrington’s  replacement. 
Mr.  George  Petrin,  head  of  the  business  education  department 
at  Bridgewater-Raynham  Regional  High  School  for  the  last 
ten  years,  was  appointed  assistant  principal.  Mr.  Francis 
Marcille  was  appointed  acting  director  of  occupational  edu¬ 
cation  with  the  express  purpose  of  developing  that  program. 

In  June  Miss  Theresa  Martin,  Mrs.  Valerie  Hathaway, 
Miss  Barbara  Ohanian,  Mr.  George  Costa,  Mr.  Anthony  Day, 
Mr.  David  McCaffrey  and  Mr.  David  Watson  left  to  accept 
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positions  elsewhere  in  teaching  and  in  business.  Mr.  Louis 
Duarte,  a  graduate  of  Bryant  College,  and  Miss  Teresa  Gag¬ 
non  a  graduate  ofBryant  College,  were  hired  to  teach  in  the 
business  education  department.  Mrs.  Carol  Lindblom,  a  former 
Dighton-Rehoboth  teacher,  returned  to  teach  in  the  English 
Department.  Mr.  Alberto  Guitierrez,  a  native  of  Cuba  with 
many  years  teaching  experience  in  Massachusetts  high  schools, 
replaced  Mr.  Costa  as  Spanish  teacher  Mr.  Kenneth  Santos, 
a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Rhode  Island,  was  appointed 
to  the  language  department.  Mrs.  Emilia  Goyette  is  the  new 
home  economics  teacher.  She  is  a  graduate  of  the  University 
of  Rhode  Island  and  had  taught  in  Seekonk  and  Attleboro. 
Mrs.  Janet  Gilman  from  the  University  of  New  Hampshire, 
and  Mr.  Ronald  Hubbard  from  Brockport  State  College  and 
former  teacher  at  Glen  Cove  High  School  in  New  York,  were 
added  to  the  science  department.  Mrs.  Susan  Wainio,  Miss 
Evelyn  Gordon  and  Mr.  Howard  LaPorte  are  the  new  social 
studies  teachers.  Mrs.  Wainio  and  Miss  Gordon  were  recent 
graduates  of  State  College  at  Bridgewater  and  Simmons  Col¬ 
lege.  Mr.  LaPorte,  who  left  the  system  in  December  due  to 
poor  health,  graduated  from  Providence  College  and  has 
several  years  teaching  experience.  Mr.  Robert  Otto  of  Ithaca 
College  replaced  Mr.  Watson  as  instrumental  music  instructor. 
Mr.  Lester  Silva  and  Mr.  Peter  Polk  are  co-chairmen  of  the 
music  department  for  the  entire  system  for  the  balance  of 
this  school  year. 

In  June,  Mrs.  Beatrice  Kammerer  retired  as  a  social 
studies  teacher  at  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School. 
Mrs.  Kammerer  taught  for  twenty-five  years  in  Rehoboth  and 
the  Regional  High  School.  She  was  highly  respected  by  stud¬ 
ents,  fellow  teachers  and  parents.  She  did  a  great  deal  for 
the  youth  of  the  district.  We  miss  her  presence  in  the  school 
but  wish  her  a  long  and  happy  retirement. 

Finances 

This  is  the  period  of  the  much  heralded  eighteen  month 
budget.  The  reason  for  such  a  budget  is  to  bring  local  finances 
in  line  with  state  and  federal  budgets  which  operate  from 
July  1  to  June  30. 
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The  1973  portion  of  the  eighteen  month  budget  is  $168,- 
573.00  higher  than  the  net  budget  for  1972.  Of  this  increase, 
$100,000.00  is  due  to  instruction.  The  appointment  of  an 
Administrator  of  Secondary  Education  and  an  Acting  Direc¬ 
tor  of  Occupational  Education  amounts  to  $18,600.00.  The 
addition  of  four  new  teachers  in  September,  1972,  and  the 
need  of  three  more  for  1973,  plus  a  5V&%  increase  in  salaries 
accounts  for  $62,000.00  of  the  increase.  Other  large  increases 
are  for  transportation — $30,000.00  due  to  a  new  contract  in 
1972,  and  $14,000.00  for  maintenance. 

The  normal  increase  in  the  budget  would  be  around  9% 
but  the  additional  personnel  and  services  account  for  a  further 
increase  of  8.5%  making  a  total  increase  of  17.5%. 

The  1974  budget  is  equal  to  70%  of  the  1973  budget. 
Instructional  salaries  are  paid  on  a  2/3,  1/3  basis,  therefore 
a  larger  amount  is  paid  between  January  and  June.  More 
heat  is  required  between  January  and  June  than  from  July 
to  December.  Some  fixed  charges  are  required  to  be  paid 
the  first  part  of  the  year.  All  of  these  items  contribute  to 
the  more  than  50%  required  for  the  January  to  June,  1974, 
budget. 

We  receive  $1,100.00  per  pupil  for  tuition  of  Berkley 
students,  100%  of  transportation  is  paid  by  the  state  and 
50%  of  the  cost  of  vocational  education  and  special  education 
is  also  reimbursed  by  the  state.  At  the  present  time  we  receive 
these  reimbursements  at  one  time  or  another  but  with  the 
new  plan,  we  should  receive  the  reimbursements  within  the 
budget  year 

Conclusion 

I  would  like  to  thank  Mrs.  Ella  Jones,  Cafeteria  Manager, 
for  the  continued  fine  lunch  program  she  produces.  Mrs. 
Albertine  Dwyer  deserves  praise  for  her  work  as  school 
nurse.  Her  duties  extend  beyond  the  regular  day  to  athletic 
activities  and  other  extra  curricular  affairs. 

Mr.  Nathan  Lawrence,  as  assistant  acting  director,  has 
done  much  to  improve  the  curriculum  in  the  vocational  school.
